A report of the agricultural bureau 


bearing upon the beet sugar industry in 
Wisconsin is the result of Special Agent 
Savior, whe has been in charge of the in- 
vestigations, and is of special interest 
in the state when it is considered that 
the industry is jusit getting a 
secure 


foothold. 
At present there is no beet 


sugar factory nearer Racine than ,)anes- 
ville, but in this and licnosha. counties is 
plenty of land well adapted to (be grow- 
ing of j*c sugar beet. The following re- 
lates to the. plants already established 
in the state: 


Beets have been grown and manufac- 


tured into sugar in Wisconsin for sev- 
eral years. The industry has hod a pe- 
culiar history. Attempts were made in 
this slate ninny years ago to manufac- 
ture sugar from beets, the result being a 
signal fi-.ilvire. The absolute lack of fav- 
orable i-anditions aside from the soil con- 
ditions, may be assumed as the cause. 
Later a pla'nt was built at Menominee 
Falls, a large acreage of bests was grow- 
ng for it, 11 nil :i second failure was re- 
corded. 
Tills was due entirely to tlie 


poor construction and equipment of t'n-.> 
-tlant. 
Farmers growing the beets and 


capitalists who put their money into .it 
were heavy losers. 


Menorainee Falls Plant. 


A few years after the failure at Me- i 


nominee Falls a new company orgnliiz- 
id. bought the old plant, discarded its 
ild machinery, and installed a new, up- 
.o-date equipment. A fair acreage was 
secured for the first campaign. The man- 
agement has from yenr to year been m- 
reasiivg i'.s acreage, improving its con- 
ditions for producing the 
beets, 
and 


working up interest among the farmers. 
Finally it built up a large beet-growing 
area. As a result oi the favorable con- 
ditions developed by this 
company in 


other districts it has been necessary to 
install three other large sugar factories 
—at JnucsTillc, Chippewa Falls and Ma- 
dison. 


Menominee Output. 


The total ™tput of the 
Menominee 


(Mich.) factory thin year is estimated 
nt 0,000 tons of sugar, of which 3,000 
should be credited to Wisconsin beets. 
The output of the factory located at Ma- 
liison will Ire about 2,800 tons of sugar; 
of the Menominee Foils factory 0,700; of 
the .Inncsvillc factory.

Directions for Conversing Over Wire 


Simple and Sensible.

Brooklyn Eagle: Tfc? art'of telephon- 


ing is still accomplishment th'nt' few- 
people regard us a necessary part of their 
education. The way to use the trans- 
mitter,is to place tho lips within half 
an inch of the mouthpiece aud speak in 
a considerably lower tone than you or- 
dinarily use. in 
face-to-face 
conversa- 


tion. 


The reason for this is simple. Just 


behind the mouthpiece, is an aluminium 
diaphragm backed with a very 
thm 


sheet of nurd carbon. 
Between 
this 


sheet of carbon and the points of con- 
tact of the wires is a space filled with 
finely powdered carbon. 


The sound waves of the .voice make. 


th' aluminium diaphragm vibrate and 
this in turn affects the carbon ' sheet, 
which stirs the granulated carbon be- 
hind it. 


The electrical current that is passing 


through'the carbon powder feels all these 
vibrations, however slight, and 
repror 


duces them in the receiver and the otfer 
'end of the line, setting in motion sound 
waves corresponding to those m 'the 
transmitter. 


If you shout at the transmitter the- 


vibrations may be so violent'as to re- 
sult in only a confusing jumble, at tho 
other end of the wire. Besides,

talking through a telephone is distress- 
in" to the listener, who. you must re- 
member, gets tho full volume of sound 
vef'y close to his ear.
